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EKTWEEN the _ correct breakfast,

An overladen table is as unappetizing 
as it is inartistic, and the hostess who 
has grasped the fine points of entertain- 
ing by giving luncheons and dinners now 
strives to have everything on her table’ 
appear as little complicated as possible, 
savs a New York Herald writer. 

Every dish and piece of silver should be 
placed on the cloth with precision. Using 
the plate as the center from which to| 
proceed, lay the forks at the left side, 
tines pointing upward and handles per- 
pendicular to the table edge. Even the 
fish course does not permit departure 
from this .rule, but sometimes a fish 
knife is served with this course to facili- 
tate the removing of small bones, This 
knife is always of silver, as it is consid- 
ered a breach of good taste to use steel 
for serving or eating this course.

TEXTILE MACHINERY 
BUSINESS DIOPLAYS 


Within the past nfonth or two the tex- 
tile machinery business has picked up 
somewhat and all of the major compan- 
ies of New England are running practi- 
cally full time. There has been no buy- 
ing boom, but a steady improvement has 
set in, sufficient to wipe out the 20 per 
cent to 30 per cent curtailment made 
necessary last year. 

It is understood that despite the fact 


that Draper is still sold into midsummer 
the recent improvement has been with 
the smaller companies like Saco-Pettee 
and Howard Bullough. Drapers’ “piece 
de resistance,” the Northrop automatic 
loom, sold well, and in fact better than 
ever before during the textile depression 
of 1910 and 1911. The other companies, 
however, rely more on sales of cotton 
spindles, and these the mills have been | 
| buying in 1912 in larger volume than the 
looms. 

Like the cotton mills the textile ma- 
|chinery companies have this year been 
\forced to content themselves with half 
| a’ loaf, and it has only been by cutting 
prices that they have succeeded in stim- 
ulating buying. The competition pre- 
vailing in recent months might be rather 
enlightening to the tariff declaimers who 
have been endeavoring to reduce the tex- 
tile machinery tariff from 45 per cent to 
25 per cent, or 10 per cent lower than 
under the Wilson bill. The prices of one

year. If it were receiving normal prices, 
net woukd be running between $150,000,- 
;000 and $175,000,000 a vear. 

Steel prices have been tending down 
;ward since the eorporation was organ- 
ized, with the tendency of wages and 
all products entering into the manufac- 
ture of ster] upward. Politics is blamed 
for the present low prices. Manufac- 
turers, as a result of antagonism toward 
the “community of interests” policy 
have refained from action that could be 
construed as a violation of tle Sherman 
act. When it was found that the Gary 
dinners were being construed as a mib- 
terfuge for regulating prices, they were 
abandoned.
